He outlines his plan 
in “Lost in Tbur Love,” 
declaring, “I wanna bring 
the love songs back to the 
radio” over a gorgeously 
simple soul backdrop and 
a “Stop in the Name of Love” beat. 

It’s part of a decades-long tour of soul 
ballads that the Chicago native uses on 
“Love Letter,” starting with the ^os- 
styled “When a Woman Loves,” which 
sounds like it could have been done by 
The Platters, even including a dramatic, 
ready-for- American Idol” blowout end- 
ing. On “Love Is,” Kelly and newcomer

Lisa 
makes questionable choices simply be- 
cause the movie needs them but never 
feels strongly about Matty so her prob- 
lem is unclear since she clearly rec- 
ognizes him as a sometimes-amusing 
moron. In fact, that’s also a somewhat 
fitting description of the film, which 
stumbles badly over the legal-problems 
subplot (Bring back Nicholson; ditch 
this pre-programmed Nicholson robot) 
and doesn’t hit its stride until the 
sappiness starts to sweeten in the last 
half-hour, which is too little, too late. 
The performances, particularly the 
ever-charming Rudd and Wilson’s best 
turn in years, occasionally save “How 
Do You Know,” but the movie itself 
is like a soggy sand castle that Brooks 
keeps trying to pick up.
